
Mayor praises Marine Theatre 
for making plans for the future 


THE Marine Theatre in Lyme Regis has 
been praised for its forward-thinking by the 
mayor of the town. 

Councillor Owen Lovell said he was “delighted” 
that the Marine was making plans for the future dur¬ 
ing a discussion on the business activities of Ly¬ 
me Arts Community Trust, which runs the theatre, at 
last week’s Strategy & Finance Committee meeting. 

The council receives regular updates on the business 
activities of the trust, as it granted the theatre 
£120,000 over the next four years in February. 

The Marine Theatre has received some criticism in 
recent months over the amount of public money it has 
received from the town council - thought to total in 
the region of £750,000 - and it is expected to make a 
year-end deficit. 

However, speaking at last week’s meeting, the 
mayor praised the theatre for putting forward propos¬ 
als for the future, including a six-foot extension to the 
front of the building; an extension to the external bal¬ 
cony; the installation of exterior glass window panels; 
a new toilet complex off the foyer; a free-standing box 
office desk in the foyer; a coffee shop/bar in the ex¬ 
isting box office; the installation of a lift in the area 
currently occupied by the coffee shop; relocation of 
the theatre office; uncovering the cellar and bringing 
this area into use; and a LED replacement lighting 
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programme. 

The theatre also plans to implement several mea¬ 
sures to ensure a balanced budget, including negoti¬ 
ating split rather than guaranteed fees to artists; 
ending postal distribution of seasonal brochures; re¬ 
moving or reducing commission on tickets sold 
through Tourist Information Centre; outsourcing the 
cafe service; increasing bar prices; increasing market¬ 
ing for the theatre as a wedding and event venue; a 
relaunched Theatre Friends scheme; and seeking more 
corporate sponsorship. 

Councillor Brian Larcombe questioned some of the 
capital project proposals it had put forward, comment¬ 
ing: “I can understand they want to do them to im¬ 
prove what they’re offering to the public, but some of 
these are going to cost quite some money. Accepting 
that we’re not going to micro-manage the theatre, we 
still need to know where that kind of funding is going 
to come from.” 

However, the mayor, who is also the council’s rep¬ 
resentative on Lyme Arts Community Trust, com¬ 
mented: “This is the first time I can recall of the 
Marine Theatre coming to the town council with a

plan. Some of it is living dangerously, but the point 
is there is a plan. 

“It’s been explained to the town clerk that, for a lot 
the things they want to do, they’ll be seeking other 
grants from the Arts Council, West Dorset and anyone 
else they feel they can go to. 

“I’m delighted because all the years we’ve been 
working with the theatre, this is the first time anyone’s 
tried to take it beyond what we’re going to do this 
year and thought about how they’re going to survive 
next year. 

“I’m hoping this is the start of good things for the 
theatre. Certainly the number of trustees has expanded 
by a strong number, and that itself helps to spread the 
load.” 

Councillor Lovell said the theatre had also asked 
about the possibility of taking over the freehold of the 
building “lock, stock and barrel” from the town coun¬ 
cil but he had said this “would not be possible from 
the council’s perspective”, as it was always intended 
that the building would revert to the council’s control 
if anything was to “go wrong” with the theatre. 

He also said that the proposal to uncover the cellar 
and bring it into use would have to wait because “ob¬ 
viously funding would not be available”. 

Councillor Jeff Scowen also praised the theatre for 
its plans to make savings, adding: “I would like to see 
the council put out a more positive and optimistic 
message of support. I do agree that we can’t just give 
them more, and more, and more money, but we 
should be much more supportive; patting them on the 
back, saying ‘you’re doing well, we like some of 
these ideas’.” 

Town, district and county councillor Daryl Turner 
said other authorities had been minded to give grants 
decreasing to zero over a period of five years, for ex¬ 
ample, which he said “would allow any organisation 
to become self-sustainable or not”. 

“I just think we need to bear in mind that there may 
be a point in time to consider something of that na¬ 
ture,” he added. 

The town clerk John Wright explained the council’s 
current position with the year, saying that he and 
Councillor Lovell had held two business review meet¬ 
ings with Lyme Arts Community Trust. 


“The first was to go through some concerns and we 
asked for more information. To some extent we are 
asking the theatre what they are going to do about it 
[the theatre’s financial position]. What we have to do 
is ask those questions and trust them in terms of what 
their judgment is, because they’re the ones running 
the business, not us. We want to have an overview of 
that business to make sure the public investment in 
that business in protected and secure.” 

Mr Wright added that they were “not at the end of 
this process” and were planning another meeting to 
review the theatre’s financial affairs, as it had pre¬ 
dicted a year-end deficit. 

“We can’t be in the business of micro-managing the 
theatre but we have to take measures to ensure we’re 
providing proper stewardship of the £30,000 [per 
year] of public money that goes into the organisa¬ 
tion,” he continued. 

“I don’t think the theatre think they’re getting away 
lightly because Owen and I, we’re not putting them 
on the ropes, but we’re asking challenging questions 
about what they’re doing, where they’re at and where 
they’re going. 

“We’re protecting the council’s investment in the 
theatre, which is £30,000 a year. We have to remem¬ 
ber that we issue payments every three months, so our

Oops Wow Toddler Art group, messy fun for pre¬ 
schoolers, which runs one Friday a month; Hearing 
Voices are in the centre on Fridays from 5.30pm to 
6.30pm - a social group for those who experience 
hearing voices; and Hungry Herbivores - a monthly 
lunch club where people bring a plate of vegan food 
to share and meet like-minded people 
On top of these groups/activities, we have Bandits 
running next door on Mondays and Thursdays 7pm 
to 9pm. Our building is also used as meeting space 


for local organisations, our lovely big hall can be 
booked for private parties or events for just £15 per 
hour, and we also have a fully equipped music stu¬ 
dio which can be booked for private use. 

We also have a weekly Community Cafe on Fridays 
between 10am to 12noon which is an ideal meeting 
place. We are very family-friendly and affordable - 
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• WHAT events are coming up at the Bridport 
Youth and Community Centre? 

Saturday, December 17th from 2pm to 5pm is our 
free community Christmas party, with baby and 
toddler areas, as well as the main children's party 
and craft table in the hall, presents for the little ones, 
tea, coffee, soft drinks, mince pies, cakes being sold 
in our downstairs cafe area and an upstairs chill out 
zone with Christmas DVDs and popcorn for the 
teenagers! And Father Christmas will be visiting too!

INTERVIEW 


• AFTER cuts from Dorset County Council, how 
important is it that people support the centre for 
the young people of Bridport and surrounding 
areas? 

Bridport Youth & Community Centre is so important 
for the young people of Bridport! There are so few 
affordable places in town for them to go. Our youth 
club currently runs twice a week (Wednesdays and 
Fridays 7pm to 9.30pm) and offers the young peo¬ 
ple of Bridport a warm, safe environment to meet 
their friends, socialise, try new activities and have 
access to adult support if they need it. More than 
40 young people attend youth club each week so it 
is a very well used resource and would certainly be 
missed. And we want to build on that and continue 
to offer more activities, every day of the week. 
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Former Woodroffe student sleeping rough this 
Christmas to raise funds for homeless charity 


A FORMER Woodroffe School student 
will be sleeping rough in London this 
Christmas to raise funds for homeless 
charity Crisis. 

James Beavis, originally from Up- 
lyme, started his 31-day stint sleeping 
on the streets of the capital last week 
and hopes to raise awareness of the in¬ 
creasing number of homeless people in 
London, as well as raising charity funds. 

This will be the second time James, 
26, has taken on the challenge of sleep¬ 
ing rough, having spent a week over 
Christmas 2012 on the streets, during 
which he raised more than £28,000 for 
Crisis. 

This year he has extended the chal¬ 
lenge to 31 days but has said he is al¬ 
ready finding it much harder, having 
been moved on several times and with 
temperatures dropping to around two 
degrees at night. 

James - who is studying medicine at 
the University of Aberdeen and hopes to 
become a doctor for charity - left home 
on Lriday with a sleeping bag, a back¬ 
pack of the bare essentials and no 
money. He will be begging to pay for 
food and, while he has taken a mobile 
phone to keep supporters updated and 
promote his cause via social media 
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when he can afford to keep it charged, 
he plans to make no direct contact with 
family or friends over the Christmas and 
New Year period. 

Speaking on why he decided to take 
on the challenge a second time, James 
commented: “I’m doing it again as there 
are a lot more people on the streets since 
last time, the issue is getting worse. 
Whilst the government estimates that 
London now has more than 1,000 more 
rough sleepers than four years ago, char¬ 
ities estimate this as well over double 
that figure. 

“Crisis genuinely are a saviour at 
Christmas. When others spend time with 
their family, those with nothing or no¬ 
body to share Christmas with are at their 
most low. 

“Crisis does incredible work through¬ 
out the year but at Christmas they do 
something truly special. When other 
shelters close their doors, Crisis opens 
its arms, welcoming more than 4,000 
guests who have no home. 

“Not only do they offer kindness, 
warm food and somewhere to rest, they 
offer a route into longer-term support for 
those who are being failed by the sys¬ 
tem. However, this comes at a cost and 
with your help we can make sure that 
everyone who needs support this Christ¬ 
mas can receive it. 

“This time I’m doing it for a month. It 
is much harder already as temperatures 
are cold and my old spot has been re¬ 
moved. Sleeping on the street leaves 
you extremely vulnerable and I have 
been moved on from the safety of my 
spots. 

“Nights are pretty scary at the moment 
but hopefully I’ll find somewhere better 
soon. Absolute respect should be given 
to those who do this every night, I’m 
struggling already.”

Council tax precept to remain same next year 


LYME Regis Town Council will hold the 
council tax precept at the same level 
over the next financial year. 

Councillors agreed earlier this year 
that holding the precept - the portion 
of council tax charged by the town 
council - at its current level would be 
one of its main objectives, and the de¬ 
cision was finalised last week when 
members were asked to approve the 
budget and precept for the 2017/18 fi¬ 
nancial year. 

The total income the council receives 
from local taxpayers will remain the 
same at £120,708, despite a reduction 
in the council tax support grant from 
West Dorset District 
Council. 

Councillor John Broom 
expressed some concern 
about keeping the pre¬ 


cept at the same level, saying he had 
been advised that it should be raised 
because "we will need it", as the town 
council was likely to take on more ser¬ 
vices from West Dorset in future. 

"What if something goes wrong? 
What of Cobb Road disappears?" he 
asked. 

Councillor Daryl Turner argued that 
the council was in a strong financial 
position compared to other town and 
parish councils, and the town clerk said 
it would be difficult to justify increasing 
the precept when the council was 
likely to make a significant surplus of 
£23,000.

Former nursing home to be 
converted into three houses 


PERMISSION has been granted to change the use 
of the former Lymewood Residential Nursing 
Home in Uplyme into three separate dwellings. 

After 30 years in operation as a residential home, 
Lymewood, based at the grade II listed Woodhouse 
in Woodhouse Lane, Uplyme, closed down last 
year and owners Primrose Ltd. have now received 
permission from East Devon District Council to 
change the use of the building to three separate 
dwellings.

OBITUARY-Jim Dade 


Former Marine manager 
dies in Alton, aged 90 

A FORMER manager of the Marine Theatre in 
Lyme Regis died during the early hours of 
Monday morning at his home in Alton. 

Jim Dade, who would have been 91 next 
month ran the theatre in the 1950s when variety 
companies featured in the resort during the 
summer season. 

London born, Jim was a widower whose 
wife, the former Sheila Cozens, of Lyme Regis, 
died a few years ago. 

The couple met in the late 1940s when able 
seaman Jim’s ship, HMS Rotherham, made a 
courtesy visit to Lyme. 

Jim, who later become an award-winning 
agent for a national cleaning product company, 
leaves three sons and a daughter. 
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temal alterations is still being considered. The pro¬ 
posal would not require any physical alterations to 
the exterior of the building 

Woodhouse was listed in 1984 as a late 19th cen¬ 
tury country house designed by Sir Ernest George 
and set within extensive landscape gardens. 

The application for change of use stated: 
“Change of use of the property from a residential 
nursing home to create three independent swellings 
would have no adverse effect upon the external 
character or appearance of the property or outside 
areas, with only moderate changes to the interior 
comprising blocking off existing points of inter¬ 
connection between the proposed units, which 
works would be subject to a separate listed build¬ 
ing consent application. 

“Each of the property’s three existing staircases 
would service each of the proposed dwellings 
without alteration, apart from removal of inappro¬ 
priate fire protection/means of escape necessitated 
by the institutional use of the building. 

The application added that a country house used 
for commercial purposes that failed after a number 
of successful years was “not an unusual occurrence 
in a countryside location such as this”, and used 
the Mansion House in Rousdon, Netherton Hall in 
Farway and Rhode Hill in Uplyme as similar ex¬ 
amples, pointing out that all have since success¬ 
fully been converted into residential use. 

It added that the proposal would safeguard the 
heritage status of the building, and would maintain 
the character and appearance of the countryside 
and the amenities of adjacent residents.

exposure is only as far as the next £7,500 payment 
and we need to put that in perspective in terms of 
our total exposure. 

“Our total exposure, of course, if anything does 
happen to the theatre, is the building and it’s in our 
interest that we have a sound structure and property, 
we don’t want to inherit a liability. 

“We’re not in the business of trying to run a the¬ 
atre, we’re in the business of trying to protect the 
council investment.” 

Councillor Stephen Miller commented: “The Ma¬ 
rine has the same pressures as every other theatre 
in the country in terms of costs and finance, and un¬ 
fortunately a lot of provincial theatres in much 
larger towns than Lyme Regis are being forced to 
close. 

“There will be a continuing tension artistic deliv¬ 
ery and financial delivery and we need to ensure as 
a council that they have a financial plan that backs 
up their artistic delivery. We need to look at it holis¬ 
tically as a theatre and a town and make sure we 
support them but only as far as we can make it a vi¬ 
able concern and then ask questions on is it right to 
go forward. 

“I think the Marine Theatre should stay, should go 
forward and should remain as part of the key deliv¬ 
ery of Lyme Regis, but we have to make sure the 
cost of that is one we can afford.” 

Councillor Larcombe added: “If the theatre finds 
itself in need of more support from us I suggest, at 
some point, we think of ways to test the level of 
support the residents of Lyme are prepared to give 
it. Ask the residents of the town how far they wish 
to continue to support the theatre and, with that, we 
can make an informed decision.” 

Councillor Stan Williams expressed concern that 


the council had not seen full accounts from the the¬ 
atre and, in particular, questioned the cost of staff 
wages. The mayor told him the accounts he had 
seen were confidential as they were not full year ac¬ 
counts yet. 

Councillor Williams asked: “So we’re not allowed 
to know what the costings are of the theatre, as 
elected representatives of the town we’re not al¬ 
lowed to know that? 

Councillor Ellis replied: “Councillor Lovell has 
said he would ask the question about cost of staffing 
when he goes to the meeting tomorrow night [with 
theatre trustees].” 

Councillor Williams: “You said very plainly said 
that the elected representatives of the town are not 
allowed to see the costings.” 

Councillor Ellis: “You’re putting words in my 
mouth, Councillor Williams, I have not said that.” 

Councillor Williams: “So we can see them?” 

Councillor Ellis: “The mayor has just said the ac¬ 
counts that he saw are confidential at the moment 
because they are not full year accounts. Once there’s 
a year set of accounts they have to supply us with 
them.” 

Councillor Williams argued that members had 
previously been told they would see monthly ac¬ 
counts from the theatre, and then six-monthly ac¬ 
counts. 

The town clerk said that by continuing to have 
business review meetings, the council could get a 
better overview of the business than by looking at 
monthly accounts. 

Councillor Ellis added that the business review 
meetings had already addressed some of the issues 
that the council had, adding: “We have to look at it 
as a positive.”

A LONG-STANDING volunteer with Lyme Regis 
lifeboat crew is the latest to take the helm of the 
boat after passing a tough assessment with flying 
colours. 

Jon Broome, a volunteer with the Lyme Regis crew 
for 26 years, achieved a 90 per cent result, 10 per 
cent over the pass score of 80 per cent, after train¬ 
ing to become a helmsman for some three years. 

He is now one of six helms, fully qualified to take 
charge of the lifeboat and its crew at sea. 

During his assessment last week, Jon was tested 
by the RNLI's divisional operations manager Nigel 
Jones in a scenario involving a vessel on fire with 
casualties on board and in the water. The assess¬ 


ment, in poor weather conditions at sea, took al¬ 
most two hours. 

Said Jon: "Safety of the crew is paramount during 
an emergency call. As a helm I have to go to sea 
with a crew of three and I have to bring us all back 
safely. And, of course, I have to deal with the emer¬ 
gency and rescue any casualties." 

Jon, 49, an office manager with Royal Mail, is mar¬ 
ried to Emma and they have a daughter Sophie, 
aged 10. 

"I have had a big grin on my face since qualifying 
as a helm, and I must thank my family who, like 
other volunteers with the lifeboat, receives fabulous 
support from loved ones, "added Jon.

ON’T DRINK 
AND DRIVE 


The festive season is now upon us and with it comes work nights out and an 
opportunity to catch up with friends and family. But for all too many, it's 
tempting to ruin the celebrations by driving home after a couple of drinks. 



I N THE last 50 years road casualties caused 
by drink driving have fallen dramatically, 
but in 2014, there were still 240 deaths due 
to drink driving - accounting for 14% of all 
road fatalities. By drinking and driving, you 
risk your life, those of your passengers and 
others on the road. 

Any amount of alcohol affects your ability 
to drive. 


THE LAW 


There are strict alcohol limits for UK drivers: 
In England, Wales and Northern Ireland, the 
legal alcohol limit for drivers is: 

• 35 microgrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of breath 

• 80 milligrammes of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood 

• 107 milligrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of urine 

In Scotland (from 5 December 2014) the legal 
alcohol limit for drivers is lower at: 

• 22 microgrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of breath 

• 50 milligrammes of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood 

• 67 milligrammes of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of urine. 

However it is not possible to say how much 
alcohol you can drink and stay below the 
limit. The way alcohol affects you depends 
on: 

• your weight, age, sex and metabolism 
(the rate your body uses energy) 

• the type and amount of alcohol 
you're drinking 

• what you've eaten recently 

• your stress levels at the time 

So if you're driving, it's better to have none for 
the road.

DRINK DRIVING 

Don't drink and drive, the only safe limit 
is none. 

You can still be over the limit the morning 
after. 

Drink and drug driving does cost lives. 
Get caught drink driving and you will be 
treated like any other criminal. 

A drink driving conviction will stay on 
your licence for 11 years. 

Program a phone number for a licensed 
taxi company into your mobile phone 
before you go out. 

If you are caught drink driving you will be 
required to attend court where you 
could face a fine, be banned from 
driving or imprisoned. 


THECONSEQUENCES 

There are strict penalties - if you are convicted 
of drink driving, including: 

• A minimum 12 month driving ban 

• A criminal record 

• A hefty fine 

• An endorsement on your license 
for 11 years 

However, this list does not reflect the every¬ 
day consequences of being caught drink 
driving which can include: 

• Increase in car insurance costs 

• Job loss 

• Trouble getting in to countries 
like the USA 

• The shame of having a criminal record 

• Loss of independence 

The Institute of Advanced Motorists calcu¬ 
late that a drink drive conviction could cost 
between £20,000 - £50,000 as a result of fines, 
solicitors fees, increase in car insurance and 
loss of job.

Itwasjustoneof 
those weeks so you 
have to laugh... 


V ictor Hugo 
once wrote 
“Laughter is 
the sun that drives 
winter from the 
human face” and the 
acclaimed author of 
Les Miserables could 
easily have been writ¬ 
ing about my experi¬ 
ences over the last 
week. 

You know the sort? 
One of those weeks, in 
which if you don’t 
laugh you’ll go mad 
(well, even more 
mad). I started the 
week off by tripping 
up the garden steps 
and onto my face (my 
chin now resembles a 
supermarket value 
pizza!) and things 
pretty much contin¬ 
ued in the same vein 
throughout. 

After fending off a 
barrage of banter 
from my colleagues 
about my gnarly ap¬ 
pearance, I ventured 
down to Exeter’s 
Northcott Theatre to 
see their Christmas 
production of Peter 
Pan. A semi-profes¬ 


sional show, which 
sadly was more like 
the West End produc¬ 
tion of Peter Pan Goes 
Wrong than the heart 
warming family fairy¬ 
tale; such was the 
level of technical in¬ 
adequacy. 

Poor old Peter got 
caught up in a win¬ 
dow when he first 
tried to fly and had to 
be rescued by a burly 
stagehand. He then 
had to play the rest of 
the flying scene by 
jumping up and down 
on a bed, which was 
highly amusing for 
the audience, but not 
entirely what the di¬ 
rector had in mind for 
the straight play. 

I did feel sorry for 
the poor actor, but the 
continuous risk of 
misadventure is what 
makes live theatre so 
exciting. Having been 
part of numerous am¬ 
ateur productions, I 
know this only too 
well. In fact, I’ve en¬ 
dured some howlers. I 
once answered a 
phone onstage to a 


fart sound effect and 
when I was in the 
Witches of Eastwick 
last year in Exmouth, 
I kicked a glass onto 
the front row of the 
audience. 

The absolute classic 
has to be however, 
when a sofa imploded 
trapping four cast 
members within it. 
We were left stuck, in 
more ways than one. 

I’ve seen lots of hi¬ 
larious catastrophes 
in the West End too, 
including costume 
malfunctions, mid 
show cast changes 
and on one occasion, 
when I was watching 
my favourite musical 
Wicked, the witch 
failed to fly (I have 
seen the show twenty 
times, so I guess sta¬ 
tistically it had to hap¬ 
pen at some point). 

Hardcore fans of the 
big shows love it when 
they witness mistakes 
and wear a ‘no-fly’ or a 
‘witch switch’ as a 
badge of honour. 

South West Trains 
seemed to be in on the 


joke this week too, as 
my initial attempt to 
get ton the capital was 
thwarted by a signal 
failure (you’ve got to 
laugh!), which meant I 
managed to fit in an¬ 
other rehearsal for my 
next stage foray in 
Axminster and let’s 
face it, on past form, I 
need as much practice 
as I can get! 

After yet another 
family funeral (2016 
has been filled with 
bereavement both 
within the celebrity 
and my own world), I 
eventually made it to 
London and popped 
over to Soho to see my 
friend Richard Had- 
field doing his first 
ever solo gig. 

Up until earlier this 
year he was part of the 
musical theatre vocal 
group Collabro, which 
won Britain’s Got Tal¬ 
ent 2014. 

After interviewing 
Richard while he was 
in the band, I spent a 
lovely evening with 
the singer and his girl¬ 
friend at a Strictly 
Come Dancing party 
(he is hoping to ap¬ 
pear on the TV show 
in the future) and our 
friendship blossomed 
from there. 

His lovely girlfriend 
Roxy is a celebrity 
stylist and has re¬ 
cently been working 
with Harry Potter 
star, Daniel Radcliffe. 
We spent a fab after¬ 
noon chatting and eat¬ 
ing pizza, while 
Richard filled the cen¬ 
tral London cabaret 
venue with some glo¬ 
rious swinging re¬ 
frains. 

Musical theatre leg¬ 
end Elaine Paige sang 
on Strictly Come 
Dancing last weekend 
and I’ve been invited 
to her one off concert 
at the Theatre Royal 
Drury Lane.

Beaminster title hopes receive set back - Ambers edge away from drop zone - Late penalty ends Seasiders County Cup hopes

East Devon Senior Cup - Round Two 
THERE was a classic encounter at the 
Davey Fort as Lyme Regis locked horns 
with Premier Division outfit Heavitree 
United with a quarter final place at 
Newtown in the quarter-final of the East 
Devon Senior Cup up for grabs.

But Lyme almost snatched it in the 
last minute when they struck the wood¬ 
work for the fourth time; Batey this time 
unlucky with a strong header from a 
cross from substitute Tristan Gale. 

The deadlock was finally broken in the 
gathering darkness two minute into 


extra time when Darren Lock cut in 
from the left wing on to his right foot 
before unleashing a fierce shot that a 
desperate defender got his head to on 
the goal line but could only divert the 
ball into the roof of the net. 

The winner came seven minutes later 
when Fellingham clipped in a cross- 
come-shot that deceived Govier and 
dropped over his head and into the far 
corner.
